Borough primaries in 
top 500 schools list

ROYAL borough primary 
schools are among the best 
in the country. 

That’s the verdict of 
The Sunday Times, whose 
influential ‘Top 500 State 
Primary Schools’ list names 
nine Royal Greenwich schools 
as high achievers. 

And among primary schools 
in the 32 London boroughs, the 
newspaper puts Greenwich 
third - behind Richmond and 
Wandsworth. 

The news is a glowing tribute 
to the dedication and hard 
work of the borough’s primary 
school teachers, supported 
by parents, governors and 
council education staff. 

Top achiever in the local 
schools list published last 
week is St Peter’s RC Primary 
in Crescent Road, Woolwich, 
which came 79th out of 17,000 
schools in the country. Other 
local schools in the top 500 
include:

Mary O’Regan, headteacher 

at St Peter’s, said: “This 
was the culmination of the 
best efforts of the whole 
school community, including 
parents, pupils and staff.” 
And Sarah Heywood, chair of 
governors at St Peter’s, added: 
“Staff have worked incredibly 
hard to raise standards so we 
are almost ahead of the game, 
with staff anticipating the 
needs of every child.” 

The Sunday Times used 
Key Stage 2 results from 2013 
to draw up its top 500 list. In 
the borough, these results 
have improved year-on-year, 
putting Greenwich primary 
schools in the top performing 
25 per cent of local authorities 
in England. Most of them

CARERS are invited to two events 
marking National Carers’ Rights Day on 
Friday (November 28) at Charlton House 
in Charlton Road 

The theme this year is ‘Looking after 
someone? Know your rights’, which aims 
to help make carers aware of their rights, 
raise awareness and show where to get 
help and support. 

Both events are open to people who 
provide support and care to someone who 
has a long-term illness, disability, age- 
related frailty, a mental health problem 
or drug/alcohol problems. 

Care Together, a half-day training event 
for carers, runs from 9.30 am to 12.30pm 
and covers topics such as dementia 
awareness, diet advice, staying safe at 
home, managing difficult behaviour, 
relaxation and stress reduction. 

During the afternoon, carers are 
invited to drop in any time between 


2pm and 4:30pm for a free advice and 
information session. The events will be 
delivered by the NHS Greenwich Clinical 
Commissioning Group (CCG) and the 
council, in partnership with Greenwich 
Carers’ Centre, and are part of a wide 
range of support available for local carers. 

Cllr David Gardner, the council’s cabinet 
member for health and adult social care, 
said: “I urge carers across the borough to 
come along to this year’s National Carers’ 
Rights Day events. The support and 
advice on hand will be highly valuable 
and will also help outline the complete 
range of options open to them in their 
role as a carer. 

“Not everyone who is a carer defines 
themselves and they may therefore be 
missing out on the funding and support 
they are entitled to.”

Marious Judzinskas £61 5. 

Judzinkas, formerly of 
Abbey Wood and now living 
in Heavitree Road, Plumstead, 
was approached by council 
town centre wardens on 
February 1 1 . He was told he was 
committing offences under the 
Environmental Protection Act, 
which carry a fixed penalty. 

He appealed against the fixed 
penalty notice, denying the 
offences had taken place. This

was rejected and Judzinkas 
was written to and given the 
opportunity of paying the 
lower amount of £50 for each 
offence. No money was received 
and the case was forwarded to 
the council's legal team with a 
recommendation to prosecute 
for both offences. 

Judzinkas was summoned 
to appear before Bromley 
Magistrates on November 1 4. The 


court ordered him to pay a fine 
of £95, a £20 victim surcharge 
and a £500 contribution towards 
prosecution costs. He was 
ordered to pay within 28 days. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, the council's 
cabinet member for community 
safety and environment, said: 
"We have rules in place to 
protect our environment for 
the benefit of everyone. People 
who behave in an unacceptable 


way and litter our public spaces, 
and spit in them, can expect to 
be given penalty notices by our 
town centre wardens. If these are 
then subsequently ignored, then 
can then expect to be made to 
pay an even heavier penalty." 

• The council's town centre 
wardens are authorised to issue 
fixed penalty notices to people 
they see urinating, spitting and 
littering.

Recruitment events attract aspiring apprentices

MORE businesses in the borough 
are offering apprenticeships so they 
can have trained recruits all ready 
to become their skilled workforce of 
tomorrow. 

Berkeley Homes is working with GLLaB, 
the council’s employment initiative, and 
Greenwich Community College, to take 
on another 250 young people between now 
and June next year. 

A launch event was held at Devonport 
House in Greenwich on 
November 13, where there was 
information on training for 
different crafts and trades. 

The council also offers 
apprenticeships, where 

people can learn while they 
earn, in jobs such as business 
administration, cleaning 
and environment support, 
housing, health, social care, 
horticulture and facilities 
management. 

The scheme is open to 
borough residents, with 
priority given to 16-24 year 
olds. 

Another recruitment day 
for apprentices was held by 
GS Plus, the company that 
delivers frontline services to 
the council and other public bodies. 

The event was held in conjunction with 
GLLaB at its Woolwich offices. GS Plus is 
looking for apprentices in catering, fleet 
services, cleaning and ICT. Around 30 keen 
and hopeful young people went along to 
find out more about the 12-month scheme 
from HR Manager Chris Swan. He said: 
“We believe that we should be supporting 
the community and those who might not 
have had so many opportunities thus 
far.” 

Current trainees were also on hand to 
talk about being an apprentice including 



catering assistant 

Sianne Anderson, who 
said: “My apprenticeship 
was a good opportunity 
to be trained and paid at 
the same time. It’s also 
an opportunity to boost 
your confidence.” 

Apprentice mechanic 
Luke Jacobs from 
Greenwich said: 

“Working as an 
apprentice has helped 
my confidence a lot as part of it is dealing 
directly with suppliers and customers. 
You need to be hard-working and have an 
interest in the field you are going into. It’s 
important to watch and listen in order to 
develop your skills.” 

Apprentice hopeful Ellis Fox from 
Greenwich said: “I’m here to get some info 
about catering and hopefully get some 
experience working in restaurants, and 
build my confidence going forward.” 

And Danny O’Rourke from Woolwich 
said: “I’ve been part of GLLaB for close to 
a year now. It tailors opportunities to my

Cllr Sizwe James, the council’s cabinet 
member for business, employment and 
skills, said: “Recruiting and nurturing 
the workforce of tomorrow is one of 
our priorities and events like this help 
to inform young people about the many 
opportunities that are being created.”

Six 'CAT gang' 
brothers jailed 

SIX brothers have been jailed after a two- 
year crime spree that involved stealing 
dozens of valuable catalytic converters 
from vehicles - including 16 in the royal 
borough. 

The McDonagh brothers, aged between 
19 and 37, from North London were 
members of what police described as 
a “sophisticated crime syndicate” and 
were involved in more than 150 ‘cat’ 
thefts across London since July 2013. 
In the borough, eight took place in 
Charlton, five in Eltham, and three in 
Thamesmead. 

Brent police said: “Due to them being 
remanded in custody, there was a 50 per 
cent reduction in the number of catalytic 
converters thefts which can solely be 
credited to the arrest and prosecution of 
the McDonagh family.” 

The brothers received sentences 
ranging from 12 months to three years 
after pleading guilty at Harrow Crown 
Court. They were also issued with a 
five-year post conviction anti-social 
behaviour order (ASBO) preventing them 
from touching an unattended motor 
vehicle without the owner’s consent and 
owning cutting equipment capable of 
cutting metal of a thickness greater than 
two millimetres. 

A police spokesperson said: “This is a 
fantastic result for the victims of these 
crimes. These convictions represent 
the Met’s determination to pursue and 
dismantle criminal networks and bring 
them to justice. These convictions should 
serve as a warning to those engaged in 
criminal activity that we won’t stop until 
they are convicted.”

Designed for life 
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Infants get a taste 
for hot meals 

by Dick Townsend-Smith 


MORE primary school children are 
having a hot, healthy school meal 
after a campaign by school cooks and 
the council to promote their quality 
and value. 

Thousands of pupils were enjoying 
hot school meals in the borough - now 
the number has gone up as thousands 
more parents take advantage of a new 
government scheme, which means their 
children can eat absolutely free. 

The government-funded scheme applies 
to all reception class children and years 
one and two. 

It means pupils who previously paid for 
their lunches or brought packed lunches 
can now also enjoy a free school meal. 

In the borough, 18,500 young children are 
now benefiting from the scheme which is 
expected to save parents £400 every year 
per child. 

The scheme follows research that shows 
wide giving young child a decent lunch 
improves their health and ability to learn. 

In the borough, most of the meals are 
provided by GS Plus, the company that 
delivers catering and other services for the 
council. 

The company has employed an extra 
31 catering staff to cope with the extra 
demand, increasing its local workforce to 
more than 350 people within the borough’s 
schools. 

One school where the new arrangements 
are a hit with the young diners is Windrush 
Primary in Charlton. Theo, aged five, said: 
“I like the roast potatoes best, and the 



banana-flavoured milk is really yummy.” 

Lucy, aged four, said: “I like chicken, and 
I think the salads are very healthy, with 
coleslaw and cucumber. I get a sticker to 
put on if I clear my whole plate.” 

Callum, aged six, used to take a packed 
lunch to school, but is now a big fan of hot 
school dinners. He said: “I like sausages, 
and garlic bread, with cheese, tomato and 


sweetcorn.” 

Cllr John Fahy, the royal borough’s cabinet 
member for children’s services, said: “The 
fact that every schoolchild up to Year Two 
in Greenwich can enjoy a nutritious and 
healthy hot meal every day in our schools 
is great news. We’re delighted to see our 
schools offering varied menus to our young 
children and also know that it really helps

released a CD with two songs 
dedicated to local people and 
thanking them for their support. 

The two songs, ‘Alpha & Omega’ 
and ‘I Am With You’ featured in 
the Royal Artillery Orchestra’s 
farewell concert at Woolwich Town 
Hall. Both pieces were composed 
in a tent in Afghanistan by Capt 
Craig Hallatt, band and orchestra 
director. He said: “Alpha and 
Omega was dedicated to the people 
of Woolwich and its military 
family, and I composed it to say 
farewell to them. ‘I Am With You’ 
was composed for, and dedicated 
to, the Woolwich Military Wives 
Choir.” 

The orchestra, which had been 
based in Woolwich since 1762 
has now relocated purely as a 
military band to Wiltshire. “I was 
in Woolwich for two-and-a-half 
years, and during that time I spent 
three months in Afghanistan. 

The pinnacle of my 30-year career 
was becoming director of the 
oldest musical organisation in the 
country. I, like all members of the 
Royal Artillery Band were acutely 
aware that on our return from 
Afghanistan we would be spending 
our last few months in our spiritual 
home of Woolwich.
